| Suddenly Dies 
| At Police Station 


Velio Flanders, who was 
pieked up by the Belle Glade 
police on July 27th|., under the 
supposition of drunkeness, died 
shoztly after being placed in the 
white dormitory at the jail. 

The officers brought the man 
to the jail in the police car and 
removed him to a cot in the 
dormitory, where it was dis- 
covered that he was barely 
alive and in serious condition. 
Restorations and Artificial res- 
pirstion were applied but these 
were futile, ashe passed from 
life while being given aid. 

Flanders has been about the 
city for several weeks. past, 
and was a one legged fellow, 

{little is known: of his fam- 
ily’ antecedents, except that 

je is ‘alleged to be of 9 well to 

Georgia family. The body 
as held here until word comes 
from the Georgia relatives who 
were notified of his death. 

Examination of the body fail- 
ed to show any wounds of any 
nature, but as he was a man 
accustomed to the use of in- 
toxicants, such indulgence might 
have have been the primary 
cause leading to his -sudden 
demise, according to pplice 
opinion, 

Chief of Police Cochran gives 
this story of the Flanders event. 
My officers were called to the 
Rader camp, and arriving at the 
sečne found Flanders. sprawled 
on the floor, dead to the world, 
apparently from — drunkeness. 
He was brought to the city 
jail, and, there it was found he 
vas jn à dying condition.

'The railroads have received 44 “rules” 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
g only changes in working con- 
ditions— NOT a wage ificrease. 


More Money For Less Work 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional aríd un- 
necessary men fo do the same work: 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost.

The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive.
